WASHINGTON <UPD - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy will speak to the 
United Nations General Assembly 
Monday, probably at a morning 
session, the White H o u s e an­ 
nounced today. 
Kennedy will spend Sunday and 
Monday nights in New York City 
connection with his visit. He 
hopes to inspire the United Na­ 
tions with a new sense of purpose 
and vitality. 
The President plans to reassert 
in firm terms solid U.S. support 
for the international organization 
as now constituted. 
He felt such a restatement of 
American support was needed fol­ 
lowing the death of Secretary Gen­ 
eral Dag Hammarskjold and sub­ 
sequent Russian objections to ap­ 
pointment of a single successor. 
The Soviet want a three-headed, 
or troika secretariat representing 
the Western, Communist and neu­ 
tral blocs, thus giving the Krem­ 
lin veto power over U.N. actions. 
According to Press Secretary 
Pierre Salinger, Kennedy and his 
wife will leave Washington at ll 
a rn. EDT Friday for their home 
at Hyannis Port, Mass. 
Late Sunday afternoon Kennedy 
will flv to New York and set up 
temporary headquarters at the 
Carlyle Hotel. 
Salinger said the United Nations 
had arranged its schedule to hear 
the President 
Monday morning 
"unless something unforeseen in­ 
terferes.” There still w’as s o m e 
question about how much time w ill 
be spent between now and Mon­ 
day in eulogizing Hammarskjold. 
If the President does not speak 
in the morning, Salinger said he 
probably would deliver his ad­ 
dress Monday afternoon. 
In anv event, the Chief Execu­ 
tive will remain in New York un­ 
til about midday Tuesday. He ex­ 
pects to confer there with former 
Argentine President Frondizi who 
originally was scheduled to see
